sees had been the intcnslcy sincere 
believers and defenders of the puri- 
ty of the Jewish faith, suffering dire 
and terrible persecutions when they 
had opposed the effort of Greek con 
pucrors to corrupt the worship of 
the temple with the pagan elements.
